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I find them easy to train in re- 
gard to their night quarters. 
Chicken thieves being abroad in 
our section of country, I de- 
termined that none of my white 
beauties should tempt the mid- 
night prowlers by roosting on 
the fence within easy reach. We 
are the fortunate possessors of 
a giant willow tree in our back- 
yard, with high, wide-spreading 
branches— an ideal turkey roost. 
The few birds that did not 
choose this spot of vintage I 
drove from the fences towards 
the tree as night came on, and 
the wise fowls seemed to under- 
stand just what I wanted with 
very little teachiug. The old 
tree blossoms white every even- 
ing, even though the time of ap- 
ple blooms is past. 

Nor do the white turkeys go 
far from home to find their nests. 
With a little care in providing 
barrels in sheltered nooks, the 
greater part will lay exactly 
where you desire. Of course 
there are some independent 
hens who must seek a place of 
their own choosing, but even 
these do not go weary distances 
from the place they know as 
home. 

Just as in the case of chickens, 
a white turkey is more attractive 
dressed than a dark one. The 
operation is also an easier one. 
Dry-picked, then plumped by 
dipping into boiling water, then 
nto cold, you have a result that 
will tempt an epicure, or what is 
one " i more to our purpose, the buyer 
und ! °^ * anc y dressed stock. In some 
" markets this will mean added 
dollars in our pocket-book. 

Of course the White Holland 
turkey does not weigh as much 
as the Bronze. This is worth 
considering. But the demand 
for the extra heavy-weight 
turkeys is not what it used to be. 
Many house-holders prefer to 
cook two smaller birds than to 
attempt to get just the best re- 
sult with a mammoth specimen. 
Then, too, the weights of the 
White variety are increasing. 

The birds exhibited at o*r 
large shows must have size and 
weight to win premiums. There 
is a decided contrast between the 
best White Hollands of to-day 
and those of years ago. I re- 
member the first white turkeys 
I ever saw. They were like 
bantams compared with the pre- 
mium birds to-day. 

"Why are you so opposed to 
letting chicken mothers raise the 
poults?" This question is often 
asked. My opinion is based on 
experience. In the early days of 
my work with white turkeys I 
utilized chicken hens as mothers, 
because I needed all my turkey 
hens for egg production. Those 
turkeys could not be persuaded 
to leave the yards surrounding 
the house. They could not be 
taught to go into more distant 
fields to hurjt for grasshoppers 
or to get out of sight or sound of 
the family. The hens would not 
stay with them as long as was 
desirable, but would wean them 
at an age that made personal 
care on my part necessary for 
I the best results. Those turkeys 
V. E. Elliott, were such a nuisance that the 
Hopkinaville, Ky. 1 next year I took care to have tur- 



key hens enough for both moth- 
ers and egg producer*. This 
plan worked admirably and it 
was a pretty sight in the early 
mornings of late summer to see 
the processions start for the 
fields. They picked up their 
own living, helped materially to 
lessen the grasshopper evil, and 
came homo at night, full and 
bapyy, to seek their accustomed 
places for rest. Only through 
sore stress circumstances could 
I be induced to entrust poults 
to the care of a domestic hen. 

"What shelter do you provide 
for the poults before they are 
old enough to be exposed to 
weather of all kinds?" 

We have found rail pens with 
board coverings very convenient 
and effective. By a little care 
the old turkeys soon learn that 
they are expected to bring their 
little charges to this pen at night, 
and as supper always awaits 
tbem on their return, they are 
very willing to come. We shut 
them in this pen until the dew is 
dried from the grass, and 
case of stormy days they are 
kept within its shelter. Ci< 
liness must be carefully looked 
after, and witb this understood, 
lean heartily recommend the 
plan to turkey raisers. High 
ground should be chosen so that 
rains will not form pools within 
the enclosure. In case of Heavy 
and long continued rain, as dur- 
ing the past season, dry straw 
will give comfort and safety 
from dampness. 

Let us not be turkey cranks; 
rather turkey enthusiasts. 
Without enthusiasm, success is 
scarcely to be hoped for, wheth- 
er we raise the lordly Bronze or 
the beautiful and stately White 
Holland.— in Reliable Poultry 
Journal.

The Farmer and Poultry 

Breeding. 

Notwithstanding the splendid 
opportunity the farm affords for 
poultry raising advantage is not 
taken of the resources, and the 
average flocks of farm poultry 
are rarely ever self-supporting. 
Proper business management of 
the flocks would result in p rofit - 
Poultry raising will enable the 
farmer to bring into profitable 
use the unworkable hillsides and 
the rough rock lands, which 
make ideal ranging grounds for 
poultry. 

The so-called poultry fancier 
is successful because he gives 
his flocks personal business at- 
tention. He knows the value of 
a varied diet; be has proved that 
the ration which will fatten his 
poultry is not the best for pro- 
ducing eggs. He aims, as does 
the expert dairyman, to give a 
balanced ration for some specific 
purpose. He knows that poultry 
profit mainly comes from winter 
eggs. 2. In order to get winter 
eggs he knows there must be, 
fitst, a healthy flock, free from 
vermin; comfortable chicken 
houses, kept scrupulously clean. 
Experience has proved that the 
best of foods are always the 
cheapest. Green food of some 
kind in winter is essential. The 
hens should earn a good portion 
of their daily allowance by 
scratching for it. Poultry 
now admit the scratching shed 
is one of the most important fac- 
tors in winter egg production. It 
gives the hens needed exercise, 
which keeps them warm and in 
good health. The idea of keep- 
ing up the stamina of a Hock of 
poultry by introducing 
blood, unless the new blood 
comes from a Hock bred and 
raised rightly, and proper selec- 
tion of the home flock is follow- 
ed, is a myth. 

The profitable qualities of all 
breeds of poultry is the result of 
careful, intelligent selection. 
Size, early maturity, early and 
continuous egg laying, all may 
be greatly improved in a flock- 
by proper selection and without 
the use of any new blood. The 
so-called poultrymen who make 
poultry raising a very profitable 
business, with few exception, are 
are not so favorably situated for 
poultry raising as most farmers 
are. They simply take advan- 
tage of all opportunities in a bus- 
iness way and look carefully af- 
ter all the details. There are a 
number of factors governing 
profitable poultry raising. Some 
of them are very little things, 
but they are like the cogs in a 
wheel—each little cog performs 
a service of importance; knock 
out one and all are thrown out of 
gear. So it is with poultry; the 
little essentials to success must 
be observed, both single and as a 
whole. One of the main reasons 
why women are generally more 
successful with poultry than 
men is because they more care- 
fully look after all the little de- 
tails and are invariably more 
particular about the comfort and 
cleanliness of the flocks. 

The proper way for a farmer 
to commence poultry raising on 
the farm in a business way 
start with a flock of from 25 to 
50. Every hen should be as 
near alike in shape as possible. 
At the head of the flock should 
be a Plymouth Rock or a Wyan- 
dotte male. The second season 
the selection should be made still 
more carefully — both uniformity 
in size and plumage being care- 
fully observed. The idea should 
always be to breed to a certain 
type. Nothing but pure bred 
males should head the flock. 
This plan is the only one to 
build up from a common flock. 
Of course a much better way is 
to start at once with a pure 
breed. 

The superiority of the pure 
breeds does not seem to be fully 
understood by many farmers. 
If a farmer will visit a commis- 
sion house in any large city that 
makes a specialty of poultry sell- 
ing he will learn these facts. 
The commission man will tell

The points considered in judg- 
ing poultry are not, as many 
people seem to consider, simply 
fancy points. Each breed has 
its di-tinctive characteristics, 
and these so-called points which 
the judge considers are really 
the requirements the respective 
breeds should possess to denote 
that they are pure bred. These 
points, of course, vary in their 
degrees of excellence and in con- 
sidering them the judge ascer

An apple orchard makes a 
very excellent poultry run. The 
shade afforded is not too dense. 
The hens and chicks will keep 
down many insects that are in- 
jurious to the trees. The hen 
bouse should always be situated 
on an elevation, or so arranged 
to insure perfect freedom from 
dampness if siuated elsewhere. 
The sashed part of the house 
should face the south, which will 
give plenty of sunshine in the 
windows in winter time and little 
at other seasons. 

A tew thiags to remember in 
poultry-raising are these: When 
the ground is frozen or covered 
with snow grit must be supplied. 
Crushed oyster shells are excel- 
lent. Grease the inside of the 
water vessels so the ice won't 
stick to them: empty the water 
vessels every night. Cleanli- 
ness is necessary at ail seasons. 
That dampness and roosting in 
drafts is the cause of many poul- 
try ailments. That in cold 
weather the eggs should be 
gathered several times a day. 
That hens are more reliable sit- 
ters than pullets. That keeping 
the flock tame adds to their value 
in many ways. That eggs from te 
unduly fat hens rarely ever 
hatch. That an overfat male 
should not be at the head of the 
flock. That sick fowls should be 
penned by themselves and not p 
be allowed to run around with mei 
the flock. That continuous feed- £er 
ing of one thing is apt to produce j a ^ 
serious cases of indigestion and wh

Which is the best breed? isa| Th c ( 
j question often asked. It might the 
(properly be answered by saying,^ 8 
it depends upon the man as much 
'as the breed. Every poultry- 
man who is making a specialty 
of one breed thinks his breed is 
the best. And it is true just as 
long as bethinks so. The best 
breed, then, depends on the man 
behind the bens. There is more 
difference in men than there is 
in breeds of poultry. Any breed 
that does not do well is handi- 
capped by conditions, surround- 
ings and lack of favorable oppor- 
tunity. Of course these are 
breeds that are justly considered 
as more generally in favor than 
others. The Barred Plymouth 
Rocks and the White Wyandottes 
are to-day more extensively bred 
than any other breeds. Why? 
Because they are considered 
more of a general purpose breed? 
Their chicks at a certain age 
make the best broilers, can be 
put in marketable condition early 
and at less cost than other 
breeds. The hens make good 
mothers. Chicks are strong and 
rapid growers. They are con- 
sidered good winter layers. All 
these qualities are desirable. 

It should be understood there 
is a great difference in strains of 
fowls regarding utility qualities. 
For instance, we know of a strain 
of Barred Rocks which the own- 
er has been for years develop- 
ng, making careful selection for 
Improvement in size, early and 
continuous egg-laying and eggs 
of good size. These desirable 
points have been wonderfully im- 
proved and at the same time the 
standard plumage markings have 
been so well kept and improved 
that birds from this breeder's 
yards have often been winners.

Sunday, November 9th. 
After a good, night's rest we 
ose feeling much refreshed and 
ith eager appetites for breakfaat, 
nsisting of squirrel, fish and the 
good things prepared by the loving 
ones at home. The day paased 
quietly and while White and Bar- 
ker explored the country acroas 
Cypress and Scrub grass Bayous, 
Cooper and others went in the op- 
posite direction. Caudle and Pen- 
dleton remained at camp and ar- 
ranged things in good shape. It 
being Sunday no drives were made. 
Mr. Bray came into camp this even- 
ing and took some of the boya out 
hunting by lamp light but soon re- 
turned without results. All retired 
early to secure a good night's rest 
and be ready for the morrow. 
Monday, Nov. 10th. 
Up early this morning and in the 
woods before sun up, White and 
Pendleton in the drive, while Bar- 
ker and Mr. Bray placed the stand- 
era along Cypres8 Bayou. The 
doga soon had up a deer and car- 
ried him around the line of stand- 
ers, no one aeeing him or securing 
a shot. A drive was then made 
in Little Horse Shoe, but without 
results, the briars and undergrowth 
being so very thick in all these 
woods, that it is difficult to make a 
successful drive, although game 
seems to be plentiful.

A nice 4 point 
buck came out near Caudle's stand 
and Caudle persuaded him to stay 
with one shot. The call was then 
sounded and while Metcalf was ait- 
ting on his horse near his stand 
waiting for the others to come up, 
a pretty, fat, 3 point buck came 
jumping toward him, but a shot 
from Metcalf's pump gun brought 
him to a stand still, though he fired 
two more shots to make sure he 
ild stay with him. Two more 
'es were then made further on, 
but without results, and all return, 
ed to camp fully satisfied and con- 
tented with the day's work. 

uring our absence on the drive 
a fine big buck came to camp, said 
boo to Luke, wiggled bis tail and 
pasaed on, though fired at twice by 
White and Wash who had returned 
to camp.

One of the Most PopuUr Venders of 
Rare Books It No More. 

One of the most popular, as wellai 
most erudite Paris venders of rare 
books, M. Porquet, lias d'ied at an ad- 
vanced age, at his rooms in the Av- 
enue da l'Opera, whither he retired 
uhen he gave up hii remarkable shop 
the Quai Voltaire. The deceased, 
London Telegraph, had su- 
ided in his time sales of such 
ibraries as those of the Conite de 
Bchange, the Marquis de (iamay, 
the Baron de la Koche Lacarelle and 
M. Lignerolles. During a space of 70 
years M. Porquet kept his shop, and 
would never have it lighted by gas. 
For 50 years he had a single assists** 
who was a specialist like himself. This 
was Amadee, who was well known to 
many booklovers, andwith whom the 
Due d'Aumale never failed to shake 
hands when he looked into the 6hop 
on the Quai Voltaire. M. Porquet 
made a good deal of money out of his 
sales. His only recreation after he 
shut up his shop was to go to the 
Oomedie Francaise to witness one of 
the classical plays, for he abhorred the 
romanticists and the realists. The 
old bookseller had presented the 
Comedie with a very. rare edition of 
Moliere, published in 1666. I nre- 
turn he was allowed a permanent free 
seat in the leading playhouse.
